The balances above stated to be in the treasurer’s bands on the first days of each assizes, include the levies of the 
preceding assizes just then paid in to him, and to be withdrawn from him after the termination of that assizes, in discharge 
of all the sums accounted for, and the various miscellaneous claims on the county. The balances stated to be in his hands 
on the last days of each assizes, are assumed on a diligent reference to bis books, but it is utterly impossible for the trea- 
surer of this county to furnish a precise statement of the sums that may rest with him on the last day of any assizes, for his 
payments, although in progress, can have been but partial. Some days must elapse before he can be furnished with 
a return of the discharged queries by the clerk of the Crown ; and a considerable portion of the demands on this county 
are not called for for a considerable time after, the vouchers- for them passing as bank notes from hand to hand, and coming 
in to the treasurer at various times between one assizes and another. A greater amount of queries are usually discharged 
at the accounting sessions in October than at either of the assizes, and those are not all called for generally for a month 
after. In this county there is an office open the whole year for transacting the business of the treasurer’s department, and 
much disappointment and inconvenience would be felt by the public if it was not so. Respited queries arc quite distinct 
from undischarged queries.

The grand juries of this county require that the Query Books should be printed within one 
month of each assizes; consequently the presentments discharged and paid in October 
remain on the summer Query Book as an apparent debt against the treasurer until the fol- 
lowing spring assizes. From the adoption of this plan, the greatest amount of respited 
queries within the foregoing period, has come to the sum of 16,437/. os. 2 d. This, how- 
ever, includes the presentments discharged and paid at the ensuing October sessions, and 
gives a very unjust idea of the treasurer’s balance. It might also lead any person unac- 
quainted with this circumstance to suppose the unpaid queries did amount to so large a sum 
as I have just stated. The real average of respited queries varies from 4,000/. to 7,000/. 
It would be most desirable that the Query Book should not be published after every summer 
assizes, until the presentments discharged in October could be left off. This arrangement 
could not affect the county, as the old Query Book would equally answer all accounting pur- 
poses at the October sessions; for the grants of the summer cess just imposed being the 
only addition to the new Query Book, could not be demanded from the treasurer in October, 
as they are not payable to him till the following spring assizes. 

No defalcation has taken place in the treasurer’s office since the year 1793. My father 
was appointed at that time, and I succeeded him in the year 1811. I am not aware of any 
default, even prior to that period.

The above recognizance was lodged in the Chief Remembrancer’s office, in the Court of 
Exchequer, on the 30th of September 1817. In pursuance of 4 Geo. 4, c. 33, all necessary 
papers connected with this security were laid before Lord Plunket, the then attorney- 
general; and on the 18th of December 1823 he gave his opinion, approving of the validity 
of the security. 

From an erroneous idea that it was necessary, I entered into an annual recognizance, with 
two sureties in very large sums, prior to 1817. These securities are also registered, and 
are valid.
